Why did 
he siipprca.s the names of Davitt, E^iwi 
and Boynton, also mentioned ns likely to 
endeiivi>r to prevent outrages in Ireland. 

I'arnell said lie had been challeii;;ed to 
tlofond hinisulf, but liad nothing to do- 
fond hiiii.self from. Ho iiccupied r. l)e(ti'r 
position in the oyea of the Irish people 
than did Forster in England. Forster'a 
unfairneaa was shocking. Parnell analy- 
zed the evidence of Carey, which he said 
was not a Htateineiit of facts, but belief 
and lioaraay. It had been already prov- 
ed, as regard.'! Mrs. Byrne's evidence in 
reforenco to the source of the "nmrdor 
fund," it rested upon the f,ict that some 
men while in priaon, received checks 
from the suatentation fund of the league.

Dfiii.iN, Feb. 25 — Carey, the informer, 
denies that he wrote a letter of sympathy 
to Miss liurke after the murder of her 
brother. 

Startling revelations reuarding the mur- 
der conspiracy will bo published in a few- 
days.

Under the present law every 
person is entitled to claim a homestead 
agaiiKSt. an execution creditor to the 
amount of toOO on whatever gomls 
chattels the delator pleimo.s. ]l:.>noL 
proposed to alsor this priviluge, but to 
compel the debtor to specify by aregistra 
tion with the g0verument agent the par- 
ticular property lie desires to have ex- 
empted. Thus a fai mer call specify cattle 
and iniplenieiita of husbandry; a trader, 
a certain class of gouds in store; a pi ivate 
individual his housuliold furniture. If 
the debtor dues not tile huch particulars 
with the proper officer liia exemption will 
be limited to §150 in household furniture 
and wearing apparel. The object intend- 
ed to be attained i . ! ■ ■.•liable crediturs tu 
ascertain fur iheiiui-i ■, ts on wliat special 
property tlio debtor desires the .:?500 
homestead to atl.u-ii. \i present a cred- 
itor is at a groat disadvantage. LK- de 
sires to compel a reluctant debtor to pay 
a just d«ot, 'J'he shorifl' proeeuds in due 
course and makes a levy and is met by 
claim fur homestead. Tlie debtor never 
claims hoiiieatead until the sheritr has 
seized, and his chiiiu is aUvays tin- exact 
property seized. The result is the credi- 
tor has, in addition i j the iiunpaynicnt of 
his debt, to pay the slicritf the coats uf a 
futile levy. The amendment proposed 
will save the creditor from these ousts 
and will eiiaLile the question of credit to 
be placed on a firmer basis than it, la at 
the present time, whilst the debtor can 
still claim his homestead to the extent of 
S500 by complying with the roquirenients 
of the act.

Wil- 
liams, and J. Jerold, seaman; John 
Barrett, second steward; Handy Cullen, 
passenger, and an unknown man, a stosv- 
away. On Wednesday morning follow 
ing the departure of the Glamorgan tre- 
mendous seas struck her, carrying away her 
foremast, all her ventilators, fore ami 
main winches and pipes, iiiidgea aiul 
rails and flooding all below decks. Fri- 
day, Saturday and Sunday succeeding, 
the wind and sea increased its fury and 
the ves3«l hove to. On Monday the 
weather moderated but on Tuesday the 
storm returned with increased violence. 
The Courtley chie'f engineer, states that 
the vessel v.-as swept by seas and every- 
thing smashed including the steering 
gear. The ship also, opened fure and 
aft, and the water pouring in stopped the 
engines and left the vessel helpless. 
Tliursday the weather modoratud and 
they did the best they could to keep the 
water out and oliout noon the ReiJiiblic 
bore down and rescued 53 passungerii 
and the remaining oflicers and crew. 'J'lio 
captain and others who wore lost were 
swept away by the awful sea that wreck- 
ed the vessel on Wednesday.

Of course 
ttie Central Pacific and the Union Pacific 
will go to the dogs, but the only hope of 
getting .-ilOO, 000, 000 out of the Southern 
Pacific is ill the new scheme of [lopuhit- 
ing the Pacific Slope. Wo are told that 
tlio Central Pacific people aro resolved 
upon this scheme, and will let the govern- 
ment take back its property for the um- 
unnt of the mortgage, and that the pro 
rata would nut have been made with the 
l.'iiiiui Pacific last winter wore it not that 
the Central Pacific people wanted a little 
more tinio to get out of their stuck. 
I'lider these circuinstaiices we wmild not 
advise the purchase of Pacific stock. The 
"Stockholder" says of the Union l^icific: 
The street generally ii not favorably iiu- 
pivsavd with the report of the govern- 
iiiunt directors so far as that duonment 
has boon made jiublic, and as a result of 
its conclusions, it is disposed rather to sell 
stuck short than to buy it for a possible 
rally. Still, strong people are free buy- 
ers. Thu point given out is that the 
stuck will again sell at par within thirty 
d.-iys.
